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Mullen: Gay troops 
should serve openly

WASHINGTON The nation’s top uniformed 
officer said Tuesday that he supports allow- 
ing gays to serve openly in the military, 
providing a powerful voice of support for 
President Obama’s call to lift the legal ban 
on their service. 

Launching a formal process to change 
the longstanding policy, the Pentagon also 
announced a review that will examine the 
effects of a policy change along with altera- 
tions in military benefits, rules and facili- 
ties might be needed to allow gays to serve 
openly in the armed forces. 

The review could take up to a year and will 
fuel concerns among advocates for gay ser- 
vice members that any change will be slow 
in coming about. 

Adm. Michael Mullen, the chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said in an appear- 
ance before the Senate Armed Services 
Committee that the military still needs 
to conduct a review to determine how 
to prepare for a dramatic policy change. 
Nonetheless, he said his personal views were 
firm. 

“Speaking for myself and myself only, it 
is my personal belief that allowing gays and 
lesbians to serve openly would be the right 
thing to do,” Mullen said. 

Mullen’s views are particularly important 
in the debate. It was one of his predecessors 
in the post of Joint Chiefs chairman, Gen. 
Colin Powell, who played a major role in 
the 1990s in derailing then-President Bill 
Clinton’s failed bid to allow gays to serve 
openly in the military. 

In 1993, Powell called the “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” policy a “healthy compromise.” But in 
December 2008, Powell said the ban on gays 
serving openly should be reviewed. 

At Tuesday’s Senate hearing, Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates announced that

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Shame on CBS for 
flagging gay ads 


The best part of the Super Bowl is the ads. The game is usually long and 
boring and features two teams most people don’t give a lick about, but 
the commercials are always great. This year a couple of ads already are 
stealing the spotlight from Sunday’s game. 

CBS has banned two commercials that were set to air during the 
Super Bowl, citing “offensive content” as the reason for rejection. Both 
ads were aimed at a target demographic: the gay community. CBS, how- 
ever, has approved a pro-life ad by the notoriously anti-gay evangelical 
group Focus On The Family. 

One of the banned commercials is for a gay dating site called 
ManCrunch. The ad features two men watching the big game and 
when their hands touch as they both reach for a potato chip, they look 
longingly at each other and embrace wildly. The actors never actually 
seem to lock lips; they just flail around on the couch. Still CBS rejected 
it. CNBC reported that CBS said the ad “is not within the network’s 
broadcast standards for Super Bowl Sunday.” Hot women writhing 
around in bikinis are perfectly acceptable, however. 

CBS did approve a 2007 Super Bowl ad for Snickers that showed 
two men accidentally kissing and then violently beating each other and 
drinking anti-freeze to rid themselves of any gayness— essentially say- 
ing it’s better to be dead than be considered gay. That meets broadcast

comment to 87708. CBS noted that its policy is to deny political ads, yet its has no prob- 


lem approving an anti-abortion commercial from Focus on the Family 
featuring Heisman Trophy-winning quarterback Tim Tebow and his 
mother. Not only is it political, but it also is religious, which CBS previ- 
ously stated was against its policy when, in 2004, it rejected a Super 
Bowl ad by The United Church of Christ that stated it welcomed gay 
and lesbian Christians. 

CBS also banned an ad this year called “Lola” by godaddy.com. In it, 
an effeminate, retired NFL player uses godaddy.com to help start his 
womens lingerie business. Godaddy’s chief marketing officer, Barb 
Rechterman, told DailyFinance that “CBS gave us some language that 
basically said, ‘This ad has the potential to offend viewers.’ ” Could it 
have been the lingerie the models were wearing in the ad? Doubtful. 
Perhaps it’s the portrayal of a flamboyant black man during a macho 
sporting event that rubbed CBS the wrong way. 

The ads, of course, are getting plenty of attention by being rejected, 
and there is a lot of debate about this issue, bringing the gay commu- 
nity into the spotlight. 

That’s a good thing. Hopefully, we soon will see gay-themed com- 
mercials during the Super Bowl. I still won’t enjoy the game, but at least 
T'll feel included.

Preckwinkle defeats Stroger

A South Side political empire that produced 
the first two African-American presidents 
of the Cook County Board was toppled 
Tuesday by a no-nonsense, history teacher- 
turned-alderman, whose promise to reform 
county government captured an electorate 
tired of taxes and patronage. 

Ald. Toni Preckwinkle captured the 
Democratic nomination for board president 
by a 2-1 ratio over her nearest rival in a low- 
turnout primary election that still produced 
a decisive referendum on the controversial 
tenure of President Todd Stroger. 


Chosen by 
Democratic lead- 
ers four years ago 
to replace his ail- 
ing father, John, in 
the general elec- 
tion, Stroger found 
himself under near- 
constant fire for his 
combative style, a 
penny-on-the-dol- 
lar sales tax increase and his decisions to hire 
friends and relatives. 

“The message is clear,” Preckwinkle told

her cheering supporters shortly after 9 p.m. 
“Now is the time to repeal the Stroger sales 
tax. Now is the time to end patronage.” 

Preckwinkle, who is African-American, 
stands to become the first woman elect- 
ed County Board president. She faces 
Republican Roger Keats and Green Party 
candidate Tom Tresser in the Nov. 2 general 
election, which a Democrat has won for the 
last four decades. 

Preckwinkle said her victory “belonged 
to the people of Cook County, people who 
have demanded reform and accountability 
from their government.” 


Nail-biter 
in race for 
governor

The races for governor went down to the wire 
Tuesday night with razor-thin margins separating 
Gov. Pat Quinn from Comptroller Dan Hynes 
on the Democratic side and state Sens. Kirk 
Dillard and Bill Brady among Republicans. 

The closeness of the contests, accentuated 
by a low voter turnout, meant no one declared 
victory in either contest and trailing candidates 
pondered seeking an expensive and lengthy 
recount. 

With 98 percent of the state’s precincts 
reporting, Quinn and Hynes each had 50 per- 
cent, separated by less than 5,000 votes in a 
bitter Democratic contest. 

On the Republican side, Brady had 21 per- 
cent to 20 percent for Dillard, less than 2,000 
votes apart. Former state Republican chair- 
man Andy McKenna had 19 percent, with 98 
percent counted. 

Regardless of who wins the nominations for 
the November election, the splits within the 
Democratic and Republican results reveal the 
potential weaknesses each party nominee will 
face heading into the general election campaign. 


City officials estimated that the total 
turnout would be 26 percent. In the Cook 
County suburbs, elections officials predict 
the total turnout will be less than 25 
percent. Dan White, who heads the Illinois 
State Board of Elections, said the statewide 
turnout would be under 25 percent. TRIBUNE

Battle for Senate seat heats up

Front-runners from the start, Democrat 
Alexi Giannoulias and Republican Mark 
Kirk scored solid primary victories Tuesday 
night, setting up a battle with national impli- 
cations for the U.S. Senate seat whose last 
elected occupant was Barack Obama. 
Giannoulias, a one-term state treasurer, 
became the Democratic nominee by hold- 
ing off David Hoffman, a former Chicago 


City Hall corruption watchdog, and Cheryle 
Jackson, head of the Chicago Urban League, 
as well as questions about his family’s strug- 
gling bank and problems with the state col- 
lege-savings program his office managed. 
Kirk, a five-term North Shore congress- 
man who spent a decade building a reputa- 
tion as a moderate, easily secured the GOP 
nomination by defeating a field of fellow 
Republicans who lacked any significant 


government or political experience but criti- 
cized him for shifting away from some mod- 
erate positions to win conservative votes. 

With 97 percent of the precincts report- 
ing, Giannoulias had 39 percent of the vote 
to 34 percent for Hoffman and 19.5 percent 
for Jackson. 

Kirk led the GOP primary with 56 per- 
cent, compared to 19 percent for Hinsdale 
businessman Patrick Hughes and single dig- 
its for four other candidates. 

The two victors will face Green Party can- 
didate LeAlan M. Jones in November. 
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Lane Bryant victims 
mourned 2 years 
after shootings 


Relatives and friends returned Tuesday to a now- 
empty storefront in Tinley Park to remember the 
lives of five women massacred at a Lane Bryant store 
Feb. 2, 2008. 

Leonard Parish, gathering with family members, 
recalled his niece Rhoda McFarland as “an angel.” 
“She was as sweet as could be,” Parish said. “If she 
could help anybody, she’d go out of her way.” 

McFarland, a Joliet resident, was a manager at 
the store. She had come in on her day off in place of 
another manager who had called in sick. 

McFarland, Carrie A. Chiuso of Frankfort; Jennifer 
L. Bishop of South Bend, Ind.; Sarah T: Szafranski of 
Oak Forest; and Connie R. Woolfolk of Flossmoor 
were fatally shot during an apparent robbery attempt 
inside the store. A sixth woman also was shot but sur- 
vived. 

On Tuesday, eight bouquets hanging from the 
handles of the store’s double doors were the only 
indication anything significant had happened at the 
now-barren storefront at the shopping center near 
Interstate 80 and Harlem Avenue. 

The Parish family—Leonard, Kenneth, Jennette, 
Twanette and Michele—arrived as those mourning 
Chiuso were departing. 

Leonard Parish said McFarland had accomplished 
“everything she wanted to accomplish.” She finished 
high school, enlisted in the military and remained 
in the reserves, found gainful employment and pur- 
chased her own home. 

With those issues out of the way, she had turned her 
attention to “working for the Lord,” he said. 

Kenneth Parish, also McFarland’s uncle, said the 
family had no complaints about the investigation, 
which is ongoing. 


Sister testifies in 
Peterson hearing 


Drew Peterson’s ex-wife, Kathleen Savio, was so afraid 
of Peterson she kept changing the locks on her doors. 
And she was so certain it wouldn’t do any good she 
pleaded with her sister to care for her two sons after 
her death. 

That’s the testimony of Savio’s sister, Anna Doman, 
during a pretrial hearing Tuesday. 

Doman says six weeks before Savio was found dead 
in her bathtub in 2004, she went to Doman’s house. 

Doman says Savio told her Peterson said he’d kill 
her. And Doman quoted Savio as saying, “You have to 
promise me to take care of my boys.” 

Peterson has pleaded not guilty to first-degree mur- 
der in Savio’s death. Her death was ruled a homicide 
only after Peterson’s fourth wife, Stacy Peterson, 
disappeared in 2007. He hasn’t been charged in her 
disappearance.

Speeding car kills 
toddler, 2 others 


A motorist involved in a hit-and-run collision 
Monday night on Chicago’s Northwest Side 
sped off and moments later slammed into 
another vehicle, killing a toddler and two oth- 
ers, police said. 

Amy Alanis, the child’s mother, survived 
the wreck and said she barely saw the speed- 
ing Toyota Camry—its lights off—before it 
barreled into the car she occupied as it turned 
left at Cicero and Parker avenues. 

“He just came at us,” she said through tears 
from her hospital bed Tuesday morning; she 
later was released. “It was coming too fast.” 

Killed in the crash were her 13-month-old 
son, Joshua Molina Jr., and family friends Aldo 
Maldonado, 21, and Orlando Rodriguez, 20, all 


of Chicago. Alanis’ boyfriend, Joshua Molina, 
who was behind the wheel, was not seriously 
hurt. 

The driver of the Camry—a 55-year-old

Split decisions 
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Drew Brees, Peyton Manning divide allegiances in West Lafayette, New Orleans

If the Indianapolis Colts beat the Saints in the 
Super Bowl, many fans in New Orleans will 
celebrate hometown hero Peyton Manning’s 
second championship. 

And if the Saints win, parts of northwest 
Indiana might resemble Bourbon Street. 

Most of Indiana is expected to wear Colts 
blue on Super Bowl Sunday, but loyalties are 
split near the Purdue campus in West Lafayette, 
65 miles from downtown Indianapolis and 120 
miles from Chicago. Saints quarterback Drew 
Brees remains an icon in the area since he led 
the Boilermakers’ revival a decade ago. 

“Around here, Drew Brees kind of walks 
on water,” said Kevin Green, a Purdue gradu- 
ate who works at the university. “He was the 
quarterback who led us back to the Rose Bowl 
{in 2001], so he can do no wrong in the area. 
We know that he cares about here and we 
care about him. That’s why most of the people 
around here are kind of conflicted.” 

Brees doesn’t just talk. He gave Purdue a 
$2 million gift in 2007 for the Drewand Brittany 
Brees Student-Athlete Academic Center, right 
next to Ross-Ade Stadium and Mackey Arena. 

“He’s just been a great ambassador for Purdue 
University,” Matt Painter, Purdue men’s basket- 
ball coach, said. “We can’t thank him enough 
for what he’s done for our athletic department. 
Very rarely do you have a guy that gives that 
much.” 

Believe it or not, there’s a similar conflict 
among some Saints fans in New Orleans

because of Manning’s ties to the city. The son 
of former Saints quarterback Archie Manning 
played at Isidore Newman High School in New 
Orleans, as did his brothers, Cooper and Eli. All 
three wore number 18, the only retired number 
at the school. 

“The Manning family is the heartbeat of our 
program,” Newman coach Nelson Stewart said. 
“They continue to be involved in our school, 
and as phenomenal as they are as football play- 
ers, they’re even better people.” 

Stewart said he’s “a divided soul.” He wants 
New Orleans to win because the city went 
through so much after Hurricane Katrina and

the team has struggled for so long. He’s also 
pulling for Manning, his high school teammate 
for three years. 

“As his former teammate, there’s never been a 
game I cheered against him, and I’m not going 
to start now,” Stewart said. “But it would be 
fantastic for the city of New Orleans to win a 
Super Bowl.” 

Steve Schaffner, a Purdue graduate student 
who attended the 2001 Rose Bowl, said he'll be 
happy no matter what happens. 

“T’ve watched Super Bowls where I’ve said I 
wish they both could lose,” he said. “This one, 
I wish both could win.” 


Freeney in limbo 


Dwight Freeney knew something was 
wrong as soon as he felt the searing pain 
near the end of the Colts’ AFC champion- 
ship game win over the Jets. What he didn’t 
know was how much his chances of playing 
in Super Bowl XLIV were jeopardized by 
his severely sprained right ankle. 

Especially after seeing the ankle swell up 
to what he called “softball-sized.” 

“The swelling was huge,” said Freeney, 


who spoke publicly Tuesday for the first 
time since getting hurt. “Now it’s golf ball- 
sized.” 

It’s still too early for Freeney to tell 
whether he'll be available to play Sunday. He 
hasn’t practiced since suffering the injury, 
and there’s a decent chance he won't do any 
work for the remainder of the week.

Chicago transplant 
turns his directorial lens 
toward the future

If you trace director Michael Rohd’s ex- 
tensive career, it takes you, among other 
places, from Washington to L.A. to Port- 
land, Ore., where his company, Sojourn 
Theatre, is based. These days, Rohd, 42, is 
growing roots in Chicago. A recent faculty 
addition to Northwestern University’s the- 
ater department, Rohd is directing “Wilson 
Wants It All,” a futuristic drama he wrote 
with House member Phillip C. Klapperich. 
We asked the Baltimore native about his 
resume and his new show, making its pre- 


miere this week in West Town. 


“Wilson Wants It All” looks ahead 30 years? 
Yes, it takes place in 2040, although its starting 
point is 2010. 


Who is Wilson? 

In 2010, he is the chief of staff to a Kennedy-like 
political figure who is on his way to greatness in 

the American political scene and is assassinated. 
Wilson basically spends the next 30 years managing 
and taking care of the legacy of that figure. His rea- 
son and goals aren't entirely clear, but you could say 
that a family and the nation hang in the balance. 


Does the show introduce any futuristic-minded 
gadgets or technologies? 

We've had so much fun for the past year attempt- 
ing to chart the trajectory of communication and 
personal computing technology and advertising. 
You know how the iPad came out? We'd already 
designed these things, these tablets that are exactly 
what the iPad is. 


lread your blog post on the House Theatre’s Web 
site about mock-suing Steve Jobs. 

Yes, exactly. [Laughs.} The advertising stuff is the 
really fun stuff. A lot of people say that advertising 
is getting more personalized. I think that 30 years 
from now, we’re going to have avatars of ourselves 
selling us things as we walk through public spaces.

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Watch it: Awards-show parties bring Hollywood here

REDEYE 

Kathryn Dietrich and her friend Annie Brady are almost ready for 
the Oscars on March 7. 

Dietrich has selected a flowing emerald dress with glittery black 
diamonds. 

Brady is still trying to think of a frock that tops the floor-length 
golden gown she wore last year. 

But regardless of how the ladies look, they undoubtedly will avoid any 
unflattering paparazzi pics and worst-dressed lists on Oscar night. 

Dietrich and Brady, both 19, will watch the show from the com- 
fort of a dorm living room on the Loyola University Chicago campus 
in Rogers Park. 

There, with about a dozen other friends and bottles of sparkling 
cider, they will continue a tradition Dietrich started as a freshman. 
It’s not an uncommon scene, RedEye found after talking to others 
who view the Oscars, Grammys and Golden Globes as a Super Bowl 
for celebrities and party at home, local bars and clubs, as well as at 
some exclusive parties. 

“I was a film major and I’m in business marketing now, but I will 
always, always love to watch the Oscars,” Dietrich said. “T actually 
can’t remember a year that I haven’t watched it live. And finally, one 
day, I thought: ‘T feel like dressing up with my friends and celebrat- 
ing it.” 

Brady, who said she previously attended award viewing parties as 
a high-schooler in Denver, says last year marked the first time she 
celebrated in an Oscar-like atmosphere. 

“I’m getting some use from some old prom dresses,” Brady said, 
adding she is especially excited about this year’s ceremony, which will 
feature 10, rather than the usual five, nominees for best picture. 

“T love the Oscars ... the musical numbers, the hosts, listening to 
the jokes and seeing all the dresses,” said Brady, a theater major. 

The Loyola ladies are just a few of the locals who enjoy getting 
festive for viewing parties. 

West Sider Derrick Salter said such parties are a nice alternative 
to the usual Chicago night-life scene. 

“It’s hard to go to a lot of stuff because there’s so much going on, 
but I try when I have the chance,” Salter said of such parties. He also 
enjoys attending award ceremonies that feature and honor local art- 
ists, such as talent showcases put on by local music vet Gus Redmond 
of MusicQuest. “There are alot of Chicago people in the music and 
film industry. ... It’s the third-largest city, so these parties are a good

way to meet people with talent who are trying to make it.” 

Other award-show buffs also enjoy more exclusive events, accord- 
ing to an executive from the Grammys’ Chicago office, who said 
that about 700 people have gathered at various venues for the 
annual viewing party. This year, it was held at the Hard Rock Cafe 
downtown. 

You have to be amember of the local Grammys organization, or a 
member’s plus-one, to get in to what project manager Sarah Mudler 
described as a raucous celebration. 

“A lot of local nominees when they go to award shows, they can’t 
bring everyone from their label, their family or friends, of course,” 
Mudler said. “So they come join us here in Chicago and root them 
on from our viewing party. It can get pretty competitive and fun, 
like a football game.” 

But all were welcome at a Grammy viewing party recently held 
at The Bottom Lounge, with proceeds going to benefit Haiti via 
Wyclef Jean’s Yele Foundation. The party—with catered food and 
musical performances from local artists including rapper Amina 
and Liquid Soul—offered a red carpet-style entrance to guests. 
Approximately 400 attendees dressed casually for the party with a 
purpose, according to event producer Mary Datcher. 

If you missed the Grammy events, a “red carpet” dress code will 
be in effect for the upcoming annual Oscar viewing party at the 
Gene Siskel Film Center downtown. The event costs $100 and fea- 
tures ared carpet and socialite/foodie Amanda Puck along with two 
movie screens. Guests also will be treated to official Oscar programs 
because the center is the official viewing venue in the city, according 
to the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences. 

“Whatever is sitting on, say, Robert Downey Jr’s lap at the actual 
awards, is sitting on our guest’s lap here in Chicago,” Karen Durham, 
acenter spokeswoman, said of the programs. 

Younger people have been coming to the party in recent years, in 
part sparked by movies with young stars, including the award-sweep- 
ing “Slumdog Millionaire,” Durham said. 

“It’s a great time and we expect to see a lot of people this year, 
from established socialites to up-and-comers,” Durham said. “It’s 
really cool, and the party is very classy.” 

Dietrich and Brady already are spoken for that evening, of course, 
though they are looking to up the glam in their gathering. 

“This year, we have a kitchen,” Dietrich said. “We might serve hors 
oeuvres. I’m thinking taquitos, bagel bites, maybe some ravioli.” 

She laughed. “Yeah, we’re pulling out all the stops.”

The height of awards season might be over for the 
music industry now that the Grammys are gone 
until 201, but the celebrations don’t have to stop 
for local artists. 

Local entrepreneurs—Gus Redmond _ of 
MusicQuest music promotions and Carl West of 
The TRUTH magazine—make sure they annually 
honor Chicago acts. 

Unsigned music talent is the focal point of an 
upcoming event series by Redmond, a longtime 
music promoter, who said he traces his music 
business back to the days of the Chi-lites and The 
Dells. Beginning in April, Redmond plans to launch 
a Best Unsigned Talent competition, during which 
six R&B and rap artists will be featured each week 
for six months. Events will be held at a Burbank, 
Ill.-based venue called The Club, Redmond said. 

“At the end, the 10 best performers will get 
awards,” Redmond said. He is targeting October 
for a ceremony at The Club’s adjoining Eagle 
Arena. Rules will include “no crazy gangster type of 
music” and performances cannot include cursing. 
“T’ve always been interested in finding good talent 
in music and we’re going to try to put the winners 
onacompilation CD too,” he said. 

For the past nine years, local magazine pub- 
lisher West also has been on a quest to honor 
unsung and nationally-known Chicago artists. 
West, who said he is looking forward to a lavish 
10-year anniversary of the awards show the first 
week of October, said The TRUTH Awards has 
featured well-known performers and red-carpet 
walkers, including Kanye West, Common, Twista 
and Jennifer Hudson immediately after she was cut 
from “American Idol” in 2004. 

Though the details of this year’s ceremony are still 
in the works, West said he is expecting about 1,200 
guests, three times the number of attendees when 
he launched the program at the DuSable Museum. 

“When I came up with this, it was out of love for 
Chicago and I created {the show] right alongside 
The TRUTH magazine,” West said. “Back then, 
groups needed exposure so badly. They get a lot 
more these days, but everyone keeps coming back 
and the awards are considered a big deal.” 

Online voting for the awards begins about 45 days 
before the ceremony, West said, adding that some of 
the 17 categories honor local icons, including the late 
comic Bernie Mac and rap radio host Pink House. 

But unlike Redmond’s awards, The TRUTH 
Awards pit local, emerging artists against bigger- 
name peers. Sometimes there are surprises. 

“Sometimes we'll get a local artist to beat a 
Common or a Kanye,” West said.
